— The  great  eft  of  thefe  is  Charity. 

Shall  not,  at  prefent,  flay  to  confider  the 
grounds  and  reafons  of  the  preference  here 
given  to  Charity  above  all  the  other  Chri- 
ftian  Virtues.  Nor  is  fuch  an  enquiry  needful, 
lince  the  obvious  nature  of  Charity^  as  it  fig- 
nifies  Universal  Benevolence,  (hews,  that 
it  muft  needs  be  at  the  head  of  human  Virtues  ; 
Univerfal  Benevolence ',  which  prefers  the  good  of 
the  Whole  to  any  of  its  parts,  being  of  the  ef- 
fence,  as  it  is  the  end  of  all  Virtue. 

If  I  fhould  venture  to  prelude  what  I 
have  to  fay  on  this  occafion,  by  obferving, 
that  Benevolence  is  the  characteriftic  Virtue  of 
Englishmen,  I  might,  perhaps,  be  thought  to 
flatter  a  People  now  fatally  over-run  with  Vice 
and  Impiety. 
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But  juflice  is  due  to  all :  and  may  be   paid 

with  honour  as  well  to  ourfelves  as  to  others ;  as 
well  to  our  Friends  as  our  Enemies.  So  that, 
with  a  fair  boaft,  I  may  repeat  it,  "  This  fove- 
reign  Virtue  is  native  to  us,  and  our  own;  and 
the  fantaftic  Follies,  now  moft  in  fafhion, 
are  of  foreign  growth,  and  imported  from 
abroad." 

As  foon  as  ever  England  had  broken  afunder 
the  chains  of  Ignorance  and  Superftition,  our 
National  Benevolence  began  to  fhew  itfelf,  and 
kindle  into  warmth.  The  objects  moft  intimate 
and  prefiing,  naturally  became,  in  the  order  they 
arofe,  the  fucceffive  care  of  this  fovereign 
Virtue. 

Hence  it  was  that  the  interefts  of  pure  Reli- 
gion, the  thing  moft  productive  of  human  hap- 
pinefs,  hrft  awakened,  and  continued  to  excite 
our  whole  attention  ;  till  we  had  thoroughly  de- 
fecated the  celeftial  fountain  of  Faith  from  the 
poifonous  dregs  of  Rome.  This  noble  labour 
occupied  Englifh  Charity  throughout  the  whole 
period  between  Edward  the  Vlth.  and  James 
the  1ft. 
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The  next  object  of  this  benevolent  fpint  was 
Civil  Liberty,  the  Daughter  of  Religion,  and, 
after  her,  the  mod  prolific  of  earthly  bleffings. 
For  this,  the  generous  Englishman  long  toiled  : 
and,   by  a  vaft  expence  of  blood  and  treafufe  at 

length  fecured  for  his  Pofterity For  his  Pof- 

terity  do  I  fay  ?  Or  fhould  I  not  rather  fay,  for 
the  human  race  in  general  ?  This  glorious  ftrug- 
ale  for  the  fervice  of  mankind  began  under  James 
the  Ift.  continued  long,  and  was  happily  ended 
under  William  the  Hid. 

Our  native  Benevolence  having  thus  provided 
for  the  Whole,  in  the  fecurity  of  thofe  two 
capital  bleffings,  Religion  and  Civil  Liberty, 
now  turned  its  gracious  afpecl  upon  the  Parts  °. 
and  the  suffering  Poor,  ordained  by  Provi- 
dence to  bear  the  heavieft  burthens  of  fociety, 
engaged  their  firft  and  principal  concern. 

Then  Charity -Schools  for  the  education  of 
youth  ;  Infirmaries  for  the  relief  of  the  difeafed ; 
and  Hofpitals  for  the  folace  of  old  age,  foon  over- 
fpread  this  happy  Iiland.  And  in  thefe  bene- 
ficent  labours,  hath  this  Godlike  Spirit  been  em- 
ployed from  the  reign  of  William  III.  to  this 
prefent  time. 
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Thus  uniformly  hath  our  native  Charity  kept 
opening  and  widening  through  feveral  ages,  till 
it  embraced  and  took  in  all  the  great  Objects  of 
Univerial  Benevolence. 

How  perfectly  this  fpirit  got  poiTeffion  of  the 
fr  ime  and  faculties  of  lingliihmen,  may  be  feen 
from  the  mofi  trifling,  as  well  as  from  the  mod 
important  circumftances.  We  may  collect  it  from 
the  very  words  of  our  language  :  Alms-giving 
having,  by  a  converfion  of  terms  peculiar  to  the 
Englifh  tongue,  ufurped  the  very  name  of 
Charity.  A  plain  indication  of  what  our 
Forefathers  felt  to  be  the  motive,  and  what  they 
underftood  to  be  the  genuine  motive  of  Alms- 
giving. 

One  principal  branch  of  this  fublime  Virtue, 
which  I  am  now  intr Lifted  to  recommend  to  your 
favour  and  protection,  are  public  Infirmaries  for 
the  difabled  Poor. 

But  as  a  retentive  purfe  is  ever  ingenious  in 
flarting  objections,  fometimes  to  the  mawier  of 
givinv,  and  fometimes  again,  to  the  utility  of  the 
<rift  ,  it  will  be  incumbent  on  me,  previoufly  to 
remove  both  the  one  and  the  other  of  thefe 
obftructions. 

We 
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We  will  begin  with  certain  religious  fcruples 
to  public  and  open  contributions  or  this  nature, 
from  a    text  of  Scripture    ill    understood,    and 
worfe  applied.      When  thou  doefl  thine  alms  (fays 
our  Bleiled  Mafter)  do  itot  found  a  trumpet  before 
thee  y   as  the   hypocrites  do — but  when    thou  doe  (I 
thine  Alms,  let  it  be  infecret. Now  this  pre- 
cept is  greatly  miftaken  when  it  is  underftood  to 
be  an  exclufve  direction,  how  and  in  what  man- 
ner the  duty  of  alms-giving  mould  be  performed; 
as  that  its  merit    confifted  in  its  being   done  in 
fecret ;    and  that   it   loft    all  its  virtue  when  it 
came  to  the  general  knowlege  of  men.      On  the 
contrary,  the  Precept  is  only  an  information  (given 
indeed,  by  way  of  direElion)  concerning  the  dif- 
pofition  of  mind,   neceffary  to  make   the  Giver's 
Alms  acceptable  before  God.     The  true  mean- 
ing of  the  text  being  precifely  this: iC  Be 

"  not  as  the  Hypocrites,  who,  devoid  of  all  bene- 
volence, and  actuated  either  by  fu perflation, 
felf-intereft,  or  vain-glory,  or  perhaps  by  all 
of  them  together,  feek  only  the  praife  of  men-, 
and  therefore  found  a  Trumpet  before  them,  to 
proclaim  their  alms.  But  when  thou  ad- 
drefleft  thyfelfto  the  performance  of  this  dutv, 
let  Universal  Benevolence  poffefs  thy  foul, 
as  knowing  that  though  thou  beflow  all  thy 
"  goods  to  feed  the  Poor,  and  have  not  Chari- 
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"   tv,  it  profit eth    thee  iiothing  :  and  knowing 
"  this,  thou  wilt  naturally  and  without  affecta- 
<c  tion  (when  thou  art  not  called  upon,  on  a  pro- 
"  per  occafion  like  the    prefent,  to  let  thy  light 
"  Jhine  before  men)  do  thine  alms  infecret.      Not 
that  doing  them  openly  or  infecret  makes  any 
difference  in   the  merit   of  the  action  itfelf ; 
but    that  the  found   of  a  flawed  and  faulty 
heart  generally  accompanies   the  Trumpeter  s 
proclamation  ;   while  the  action  of  the  Jilent 
giver  modeftly  whifpers  the   integrity  of  his 
purpofe.    Otherwife,  when  Universal  Bene- 
volence hath  got  poflefilon  of  the  heart,  then 
Alms  done  openly  muft  needs  be  beft   pleafincr 
to    our  Heavenly   Father;  as    the    Example 
fpreads  abroad  the  Spirit  of  Benevolence,  and 
each  open  giver  catches  the  facred  fire  from  an- 
other, till  the  whole  Offering  arifes  in  one  pure 
blaze  of  Charity,    an  Holocauft  of  the  pious 
M  Heart  to  Heaven  :  as  on  the  other  hand,  when 
"  it  is  iuperflition  only  which   ftimulates   thee 
<c   to    this    paltry   facrirlce   of  the  praife  of men* 
11   thou   wilt  only  add   to  the  nullity  of  the  ac- 
u   tion,  the  offence  which  accompanies  its  na- 
11  tare." 

The  fecond  objection  is  of  a  civil  nature  :   the 
legal  provifioit  jor   the   Poor  is  objected  to  the 
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necefTity,  if  not  to  the  utility,  of  thefe  new  and 
voluntary  ejlablifljments* 

But  when  the  origin  of  that  provif.on  comes 
to  be  confidered,  it  may  pollibly  be  feen,  that 
thefe  new  eftablifoments  are  the  belt  means  of  re- 
moving the  inconveniencies,  which,  in  a  courfe 
of  time,  have  arifen  from  that  beneficent,  but 
ill-judged  policy,  of  providing  for  the  Poor  by 
law. 

Before  the  times  of  common  fenfe  and  Re- 
formation, a  ftill-increafing  fuperftition  had 
brought  an  immenfely  difproportioned  fhare  of 
the  landed  property  into  the  hands  of  Church- 
men and  other  religious.  But  lands  in  Mortmain 
are  a  dead  weight  upon  Commerce  ;  which  rare- 
ly rifes,  and  can  never  flouriflh  under  fo  unfa- 
vourable an  afpecl.  This,  for  many  ages,  filled 
the  nation  with  Beggars.  Indeed  begging  was 
the  only  Commerce  it  had.  And  it  throve  fo 
well,  and  grew  fo  fafhionable,  that  whole  Or- 
ders of  Religious,  when  they  had  beggared 
others,  turned  beggars  themfelves  ;  and,  after 
defpoiling  the  rich,  did  not  blufh  to  fhare  the 
Alms  with  the  Poor. 


In 
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In  this  general  didrefs,  the  wealthy  Mona- 
deries  opened  their  gates  to  a  miferable  darving 
people  :  who,  being  firft  reduced  to  indigence 
by  the  Religious  y  were  afterwards  fupported  by 
them  in  idlenefs ;  till  an  Abby -Lubber  became 
the  common  name  for  one  of  the  Monadic 
Leeches.  And  while  Laymen  feemed  to  have  for- 
gotten the  plained  civil  truth,  that  NeceJ/ity  was 
the  mother  of  Invention,  Churchmen  were  fuc- 
cefsfully  inculcating  the  greated  of  religious  abfur- 
dities,  that  Ignorance  was  the  mother  of  Devotion. 

When  Henry  VIII.  difiblved  the  religious 
Houfes,  and,  by  that  means,  redored  civil  Pro- 
perty to  the  ufes  of  Commerce,  the  immenfe 
revenues  which  came  into  the  Exchequer  were 
loon  diiperfed  and  diffipated;  partly  in  fupport 
of  the  meafurcs  of  that  daring  Revolution  ; 
partly  in  the  ill-judged  projects  of  his  childifh 
ambition  ;  and  in  part,  in  the  indulgence  of  his 
luxurious  pleafures. 

But  fo  clamorous  were  thofe  Drones,  the 
Abby-Lubbersy  on  the  dedruction  of  their  hives, 
that  the  Crown  found  it  ncceflary  to  infert  in 
its  grants  of  alienation,  an  exprcls  condition  of 
Hofpitality  ;  which  had  no  lading  efFecls  ;  for 
now,  the  emancipated  Church-cdates  perpetually 
4_  changing

changing  hands,  the  charge  upon  them  of  HofpU 
tality  was  foon  forgotten  or  difregarded. 

In  the  mean  time  Commerce,  under  the  ge- 
nial warmth  of  Property  in  motion,  began  to  make 
its  firft  ftruggles  for  birth.  Trading  Companies 
were  formed;  diftant  Voyages  were  attempted, 
and  new  Worlds  difcovered. 

But  Infant-Commerce  is  weak  and  feeble; 
and  its  hands  unapt  for  Manufactures,  the  peren- 
nial fource  of  national  wealth  :  fo  that  ftill,  a 
numerous  Poor  remained  untaught  and  unfed. 

The  glorious  adminiftration  of  a  Woman,  who 
took  up  her  father's  reins,  after  they  had  been 
{lackened,  firft  by  Fa&ion,  and  then  by  a  return- 
ing Superftition,  was  intent  to  fupply  both  thefe 
wants,  by  Law.     But  unfkilful  meafures  in  pro- 
viding againft  diftrefs,  foon  took  off  the  edge  ot 
Induftry.    And  the  law,  which  quarters  the  Poor 
on  their  feveral  parifhes,  grew,  in  time,  fo  into- 
lerable a  burthen,  both  on  the  landed  and  com- 
mercial Interefts,  and   fo   difficult  to  be  fhaken 
off,   that  the    Legiflature  hath   now    employed 
more  than  an  age  in  feeking  for   the  proper  re- 
medy, and  hath  not  yet  found  it. 

B  In 
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In  this  inability,  the  beft  relief,  though  it  can 
operate  .but   flowly,   are    thefe    voluntary    new 
erected  Eftablifiments,   entirely   formed  and  ad- 
dreffed   to   encourage   indujlry,    by  providing  a 
fneedy  cure  to  the  maladies  and  difafters  of  the 
difabled  Poor.      From   whence  it  appears,  that 
the  legal  provifwn  is  fo  far  from  being  an  objec- 
tion   to  their   continuance,   that   an  increafe  of 
them  is  the  only  means,  we  have  at  prefent,  of 
•putting  fome   ftop    to  the  growing  mifchiefs  of 
that  provifion. 

Thus  we  fee  how  civil  Policy  and  religious 
Charity  concur  in  favour  of  thefe  new  Eftablif- 
ments  in  general.  What  remains,  is  only  to  re- 
commend to  you  the  object  of  our  prefent  care  ; 
an  Eftablifhment,  that  (like  all  other  of  the  fame 
kind  which  have  the  Poor  for  their  fubjecY)  doth 
honour  to  humanity  :  and  by  the  peculiar  na- 
ture of  the  Inftitution,  hath  the  advantage  of 
being  mod  beneficial  to  a  commercial  people  ; 
as  taking  in  all  Labourers  for  the  Public,  whe- 
ther by  Sea  or  Land  ;  whether  difabled  by  ac- 
cidents or  debilitated  by  difeafe.  For,  againft 
thefe  neceffary  Servants  of  Society  all  the  ele- 
ments feem  to  have  confpired.  They  feize  the 
Workman  and  Artificer  at  home  ;  fometimes  by 
the  baleful  qualities  of  the  materials  on  which  he 

is 
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is  employed ;  fometimes  by  the  blafting  heats  of 
furnaces  and  forges,  in  the  midft  of  which,  the 
procefs  of  his  artful  induftry,  in  giving  form  and 
fafhion  to  thofe  tortured  materials  is  carried  on; 
and  fometimes  again  by  the  damps  of  mines,  and 
the  rotten  exhalations  of  woods  and  marfh.es,  to 
which,  in  his  ufeful  labours,  he  is  unhappily 
confined.  They  purfue  the  Sailor  abroad  ;  and 
the  very  air  necefiary  to  a  profperous  courfe, 
becomes  deftructive  of  his  conftitution  ;  now  by 
a  load  of  corrofive  falts ;  and  now  again,  by  the 
change  of  climates  in  extreme,  made  unfit  for 
refpiration. 

Such  are  the  objects  of  this  noble  Chanty  ;  to 
which  no  motives  of  recommendation,  whether 
divine  or  human,  can  be  wanting. 

I.  If  we  feek  them  in  Religion,  Solomon 
is  at  hand  to  tell  us,  That  whofo  hath  pity  on 
the  Poor,  Jendeth  to  the  Lord  *  :  And  a  wifer 
than  he  aflures  us,  that  what  we  do  to  our  dif- 
treffed  brethren,  will  be  reckoned  as  done  to 
himfelf :  Our  gracious  Mafter  being  pleafed  to 
exalt  and  enoble  Alms  to  the  Poor  into  Obla- 
tions to  himfelf. 

*  Piov.  xix.    17. 
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And  though  from  the  attributes  of  the  God- 
head in  general,  we  can  well  account  for  fo  ho- 
noured an  acceptance  of  human  alms ;  yet  there 
is  another  reafon,  peculiarly  relative  to  the  pre- 
fent  difpenfations  of  Providence,  which  will  ex- 
plain the  high  encomium  here  bellowed  upon 
this  Virtue. 

In  focial  and   civil  life,   under   Government 
political,     (which   God    declares    *    to   be  his 
ordinance  as  well  as  man's)  the  far  greater  part 
of  thofe  whereof  it  is  compofed,  are,  by  the  in- 
evitable order  of  things,  condemned  to  a  ftate  of 
labour,    diftrefs,    and  penury.      The    Common 
Father  of  mankind  has  therefore  gracioufly  con- 
defcended  to  confider  himfelf  as  refponfible  for 
the    relief  and   fupport    of   all  in  this  humble 
ftation  ;   and,  on  this  account,  hath  earneftly  and 
particularly  recommended  them  to  the  care  and 
protection   of  the   Rich  ;   to  whom,    as  to   the 
Stewards  of  his  bounty  and  abundance,  he  hath 
i?itrufted,  rather  than  given,   the   goods  of  this 
world  :   Goods,  which  God,  at  flrft,  created  un- 
appropriate ;  and  Nature    threw  in  common 
to  all  her  children. 

Indeed^ 
*  Rom.  xiii.  2.     1  Pet.  ii.   13. 
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Indeed,  we  can  never  fufficiently  adore  the  Fa- 
ther of  mercy,  who,  in  the  tendernefs  of  his  Pro- 
vidence, hath  thus  fet  to  his  own  account,  what- 
ever is  difburfed  by  thefe  his  Stewards,  upon 
fuch,  who  by  reafon  of  the  wants  which  his  own 
Ordinance  hath  occafioned,  are  under  his  more 
efpecial  care  and  protection, 

II.  If,  in  the  fecond  place,  we  feek  our  mo- 
tives in  the  bofom  of  human  Virtue,  thefe 
Stewards  of  God's  bounty,  the  Rich,  will  never 
want  reafons  of  humanity  and  jujlice  towards  their 
Brethren,  as  well  as  of  piety  and  gratitude  to 
their  Lord  and  Benefactor,  for  the  ready  and 
chearful  difcharge  of  their  TruJI  \  when  they 
confider  that  the  lower  ranks  in  fociety  (on 
whom  diftrefs  and  penury  are  fatally  entailed) 
had  this  hard  meafure  affigned  unto  them  by 
Providence,  that  the  Rich  might  enjoy  the  Blef- 
fings  of  focial  life  in  greater  plenty,  in  a  more 
improved  condition,  and  in  fuller  fecurity  than 
they  were  even  at  firfl:  poured  out  on  man  from 
the  lap  of  God's  prolific  Subftitute,  Nature  : 
For,  to  the  toil,  the  ingenuity,  and  the  ready  ha- 
bits of  the  hardy  Poor,  both  by  land  and  water, 
are  owing  the  abundance  and  liability  of  thofe 
artificial  accommodations  which  fociety  procures. 
So  that  were  it  not  for  the  conftant  toil  of  the 
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Labourer,  the  Sailor  and  the  Artificer,  the  man 
moft  indulged  in  the  wanton  gifts  of  fortune, 
would  foon  find  himfelf,  in  the  midft  of  all  his 
proud  connexions,  as  ill  accommodated  in  his 
perfon  and  in  his  domeftic,  as  a  favage  Indian 
Chief  amidft  his  waftes  and  defarts. 

III.  But,  thirdly,  if  neither  piety,  humanity, 
nor  even  the  interefts  of  luxury  and  commerce, 
have  force  fufficient  to  open  either  our  hearts  or 
hands  in  favour  of  thofe  who  impair  their  health 
and  fhorten  their  lives  in  deftru&ive  toil  and 
hazardous  adventures,  to  provide  for  our  eafe  and 
pleafures  ;  we  fhould  confider,  how  our  very 
Safety  (in  the  peace  and  order  of  fociety)  is 
concerned  in  this  foothing  relief,  thus  bene- 
ficently afforded  to  the  poor  diftreffed. 

One  of  the  moft  marvellous  circumftances  in 
the  life  of  that  inconfequent  prodigious  creature, 
Man,  is,  that  the  Populace  in  all  governments 
can  feel,  and  yet  do  fo  patiently  abide  and  groan 
under  toil  and  penury  ;  diftrefles  fuftained  by 
the  Ma?iyy  for  the  fupport  of  the  Few  in  info- 
lence  and  riot. 

The  force  of  human  laws  alone  is  inef- 
ficient to  account   for   this   dead    calm   in  the 
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mod  furious  and  impatient  of  all  wild  creatures, 
Man  in  diftrefs. 

The  Populace  were  never  able  to  comprehend 
either  the  fiature  or  end  of  National  Laws ;  their 
ufe  to  the  whole,  or  their  ?iecejfity  to  the  feveral 
parts ;  and,  therefore,  could  have  no  forceable 
inducement  to  pay  them  reverence.  On  the 
other  hand,  they  were  never  fo  ftupid  as  not  to 
underftand  that  human  laws,  like  a  thread  of  flax 
before  a  flame,  vanifli  and  diiappear  berorc  popu- 
lar commotions. 

What  is  it,  then,   do  you  aflc,    that  hath  fo 
long  reftrained   this  fierce  and  agonizing  part  of 
Civil  Society,  in  which  all  power  really  reiides ; 
and  from  which  it  is  fetched,  by  their  Rulers,  to 
be  employed  againft  themfelves  ?  What  is  it,  do 
you  afk,   that  firft  tamed  brutal  Man,  and  dis- 
armed the  fury  of  an  enraged  multitude,  and  hath 
ever  fince  reftrained  them,  while  murmuring  un- 
der fo  unequal  a  partition  of  the  free  bleffings  of 
Providence,  from  ufing  this  power  in  their  own 
quarrel ;  to  fhake  off  their  burthens,  to  reaffume 
the  Commonalty  of  Nature,   to  level  all  the  boun- 
daries of  Property,  and  throw  focial  life  into  dis- 
order and  confufion  ?  What  could  it  be,  but  the 
powerful  charm  of  Religion  ?  A  charm  which 

makes 
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makes  the  Laws  facred,   and  the  Supreme  Magi- 
ftrate  adored. 

But  now,  Religion  having  loft  its  hold  on 
the  Populace,  (amongft  whom  a  new  fet  of  Opi- 
nions hath  been  inculcated  to  encourage  their 
practices)  fome  Succedaneum  will  be  found  ne- 
ceffary  to  fupply  its  place,  till  it  can  regain  its 
ufual  force.  And  what  fo  natural  and  efficacious 
as  thefe  new  Establishments,  the  firft>  fruits  of 
Charity  ;  which,  in  the  abfence  of  Faith,  and 
during  the  lofs  of  Hope,  may  fupply  their  place, 
and  reftrain  the  madnefs  of  a  defperate  people. 
For  while  they  fee  the  higher  ftations  in  fociety 
thus  condefcending,  and  even  proud  to  difcharge 
the  office  of  their  Guardians,  zealous  to  make 
their  diftrefTed  condition  fit  as  eafy  on  them  as 
the  nature  of  Society  will  permit,  and  the  ten- 
dereft  pity  can  procure,  the  Commonalty  will 
be  reconciled  to  their  ftation  ;  and,  though 
neither  overfatisfied,  nor,  perhaps  over  grateful, 
will  yet  ceafe,  in  any  turbulent  way,  to  ma- 
lign the  happier  lot  of  thofe  who  bend  their 
care  and  employ  their  wealth,  to  drive  away 
want  and  diftrefs  from  the  habitations  of  the 
industrious  Poor. 
6 
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Now,  would  we  regard  our  new  EJlabli/bments 
in  this  view,  we  fhould  have  a  fufficient  anfvvcr 
to  the  Obje&ion  arifing  from  the  growing  multi- 
plicity of  them. 

They  are,  we  have  fhewn,  a  Succedaneum,  and 
the  only  one  we  have,  to  that  great  bond  of 
Society,  Religion:  a  partial  extenfion  of  it, 
therefore,  will  hardly  be  fufficient.  The  Charity 
muft  fpread  and  enlarge  itfelf  till  it  encompaffes 
the  whole j  in  order  to  enable  it  to  fupply  the  place 
of  that  natural  and  more  efficacious  tye.  Reli- 
gion, now  loofened  in  moft  parts,  but 
quite  mattered  and  broken  in  that  where  its 
ftrength  was  moft  needful,  I  mean,  the  Po- 
pulace. 

But  this  is  not  all :  thefe  Eftablifhments 
abound  in  their  ufes ;  not  only  fuch  as  are  public 
and  general,  which  have  been  already  explained, 
but  private  and  particular  like  wife,  as  we  Ilia  11 
fee. 

Where  every  good  man  is  his  own  almoner, 
compaffion  is  always  readier  to  beftow,  than 
prudence  and  circumfpec~tion  to  diftribute. 
It  relieves  labouring  humanity  when  we  eafe 
an  object  in  diftrefs.     But  the  judgment  (when- 
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ever  we  condefcend  to  be  governed  by  it) 
always  with-holds  its  affent,  till  the  object  appear 
worthy  our  care  and  attention.  And  were  the 
judgment  more  confulted,  we  fhould  not,  at  this 
very  hour,  have  virtuous  companion,  by  a  falfe 
pity,  fo  much  abufed,  as  to  become,  inftead  of  a 
blefling,  a  public  mifchief ;  as  it  is  in  the  relief 
of  common-vagrants  and  ftreet-beggars. 

The  charitable  rich  man  is,  as  we  have  faid, 
the  chofen  Subjlitute  of  God  ;  to  fupply  what,  in 
the  common  courfe  of  his  Providence,  hath,  for 
wife  reafons,  been  left  imperfect  and  deficient. 
It  is  of  his  office,  therefore,  to  fatisfy  juftice  and 
mercy,  in  the  fupport  of  diftreflfed  Virtue,  be- 
fore he  allows  the  tender  fentiments  of  a  confti- 
tutional  compaffion,  to  adminifter  to  the  allevia- 
tion of  fuffering  vice. 

For  thefe  reafons,  we  (hall,  if  we  be  wife  as 
well  as  pious,  make  thefe  public  Charities  the 
Treafuries  of  our  private  Alms  ;  as  being  well 
aflured  that  what  is  there  lodged,  will  be  dif- 
penfed  in  fuch  a  manner  as  may  bed  advance 
the  national  interefb  ;  may  bed:  fervc  the  facred 
ends  of  Religion  ;  and  beft  fatisfy  our  own  bourv- 
tiful  and  humane  difpofitions. 

And 
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And  if,  amongft  thefe  various  Eftablijhme?its, 
there  be  ibme  whofe  principal  objects  are  the 
wretches,  who,  by  their  vicious  and  intemperate 
appetites,  have  brought  difeafe  and  mifery  on 
themfelves,  even  thefe  may  fairly  plead  our  pity, 
fince  they  catched  the  infection  of  their  immoral 
habits  from  the  depraved  Example  of  their  Betters, 

But  the  diftinguifhed  Charity  y  which  I  am  at 
this  time  to  recommend  to  your  protection,  is  of 
a  very  different  nature.  It  is,  in  a  word,  the 
moft  humane,  moft  ufeful,  and  moil:  defervino- 
the  attention  of  all  good  men  ;  as  it  is  heft  cal- 
culated to  produce  the  fatisfaclory  and  falutary 
purpofes  which  the  wifeft  Eflablijhments  of  this 
kind  profefs  to  aim  at. 

A  ftill  further  inducement  to  fupport  thefe 
Charities  is  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  Public  Man- 
ners ;  which  are  feen  by  all  to  be  in  fo  profligate 
a  condition,  as  to  require  fome  attonement  for 
infulted  Truth  and  violated  Virtue.  The  moft 
natural  indeed  and  efficacious,  is  the  amendment 
of  our  lives  and  reformation  of  our  vicious 
habits  :  yet,  while  that  is  working  (and  it  is  al- 
ways a  work  of  time)  as  there  is  apparent  need 
of  fome  intermediate  deprecation  of  the  wrath  of 
Heaven,  we  are  unable  to  conceive  any  more  ac- 
ceptable fervice  to  the  God  of  mercy  and  compaf- 
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iron,  than  the  relief  of  his  favourite  Creature,  Man^ 
ftruggling  under  the  rigour  of  his  wife  and  ne- 
ceflary  Difpenfation. 

But  then,  let  no  fuperfiiticiis  fancies  that  our 
habitual  vices  may  be  indulged  under  the  ample 
cloak  of  Charity,  defeat  thefe  hopeful  means  of 
a    beginning   reconciliation   with    our  offended 
Mafter.    For  though  Charity  or  benevolence  hides 
the  faults  of  others  from  the  feverity  of  our  cen- 
fure,  yet  Charity  or  Ahm-giviitg  is  totally  un- 
able to  conceal  our  own  from  the  obfervance  of 
our  all-righteous  Judge.    Indeed,  the  only  cover 
for  thefe,  or,  to  fpeak  more  properly,  the  difcharge 
of  all  their  ftains,  is  Faith,  is  the  blood  of  Chrift, 
working  with  repe?itance  towards  God.       When 
Faith,  when  the  blood  of  Chrift,  hath  thus  done 
its  perfect   work,  and   brought  forth  repentance^ 
then  we  mail  not  be  miftaken  in  concluding  that 
one  of  the  nobleft  fruits  of  repenta?ice  is  of  the 
growth  of  this  Establishment;  in  giving  co- 
vering to  the  naked,    in  difpenfing   food  to  the 
hungry,  in  pouring  balm  into  the  wounds  of  the 
afflicted,  and   adminiftering   cordials  to  the  lick 
and  languifhing. 

May  this  be  the  conftant  employment  of  this 
humane  Eflablifkment  !  and  may  the  God  of  all 
Mercies  profper  its  generous  Undertakings  1

HIS  Charity  was  for  fame  Years  carried  on  in  Pre/- 
cot-Jlreet,  Goodman' s-ftekh,  in  feveral  Houfes  hired  upon 
Leafe  for  that  Purpofe  ;  till  (by  the  Decay  of  the  Build- 
ings, notwithstanding  large  Sums  of  Money  had  been 
expended  to  keep  them  in  Repair,  and  the  Smalnefs  of 
the  Rooms  tit  only  for  private  Families)  the  Governors 
were  determined  to  open  a  Subfcription  which  might 
enable  them  to  purchafe  a  Piece  of  Ground,  and  to  build  an  Houfe 
more  proper  to  enlarge  and  perpetuate  their  benevolent  Defigns ;  and 
which  has  been  fince  happily  effected. 

The  prefent  Hofpital  in  purfuance  of  this  Scheme  is  a  new  Building,  Situan,*. 
creeled  by  the  voluntary  Contributions  of  feveral  Governors  given  for 
that  Purpofe  only,  in  an  airy  Situation  near  the  Meant  in  Mile-end  Road, 
properly  furnifhed  and  fitted  up  with  about  190  Beds  for  the  Recep- 
tion of  Patients. 

The  Society  for  carrying  on  this  laudable  and  mod  ufeful  Undertak-  General 
ing,  is  by  his  Majefty's  Charter,  bearing  Date  the  3d  of  November,  1758,  Frame,  and 
further  confirmed,   and  declared  to  be  a  Body  corporate,  by  the  Name  of  Regulation  of 
The  Governors  of  the  London  Hofpital,  and  to  coniifl  of  fuch  Noblemen'*"  Society. 
and  Gentlemen  as  are  therein  enumerated,  and  of  thofe  who  were  re- 
puted Governors  for  Life  at  that  Time  ;  together  with  fuch  others  who 
by  giving  a  Benefaction  of  thirty  Guineas  or  more  at  one  Time,  be- 
come Governors  for  Life  ;  and  of  thofe  who  by  fubferibing  five  Guineas 
or  more  a  Year,  are  Governors  during  fuch  Subfcription.     Out  of  thefe 
are  annually  to  be  elected  a  Prefident,  two  or  more  Yicc-Preiidents,  and 
a  Treafurer. 

A  General  Court  of  Governors  is  appointed  by  the  faid  Charter  to  General 
be  held  on  the  firft  Wednefdayi  in  the  Months  of  March,  June,  September  Ccurt. 
and  December,  to  direct  the  Application  of  the  common  Seal,  which  they 
are  thereby  empowered  to  ufe,  to  elect  Officers,  appoint  Committees,  and

receive  the  Reports  of  former  ones,  to  infpect  Accounts,  make  fuch 
By-Laws  and  Rules  as  (hall  be  judged  necelTary  for  the  good  Govern- 
ment of  this  Charity,  and  to  tranfact  fuch  other  Buiinefs  as  ihall  be 
laid  before  them. 

Among  the  By-Laws  which  the  Governors  in  a  General  Court  have 
conformable  to  their  Charter  agreed  upon,  the  following  ones  are  to 
be  obferved. 

The  Anniverfary  Feaft  of  this  Charity  is  to  be  held  between  the  fir  ft 
of  February  and  the  laft  Day  of  Aprils  when  a  printed  Account  of  ths 
General  State  of  the  Hofpital,  the  Number  of  Patients  receiv'd  and  dii- 
charg'd,  and  an  Abftract  of  the  Accounts  for  the  Year  part,  is  laid  be- 
fore them.

mittet.  neral  Quarterly  Court,   who  at  their  firft  Meeting  elect  a  Chairman  to 

prefide  for  the  Quarter;  who  meet  at  the  Hofpital,  on  Tuefdays  weekly, 
at-Eleven  in  the  Forenoon,  to  Receive  and  Difmifs  Patients,  to  Order 
and  Infpect  the  Provisions  and  Furniture  lent  in,  and  fuch  Necellarics 
that  may  be  wanting,  and  to  Examine  and  Regulate  the  Conduct  of  the, 
Servants  and  Patients ;  and  other  Matters  which  come  before  them, 
according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Charity.  All' Governors  that 
pleafe  to  attend,  have  a  Vote  at  this  Committee,  and  their  Attendance 
will  be  efteem'd  a  Favour. 

Committee  of      A  Committee  of  Accounts,  confifting  of  twelve  Governors,  is  appoint-. 

Accounts,  ed  at  the  General  Quarterly  Court  in  June,  for  one  Year,  who  meet  at 
the  Hofpital  once  a  Quarter,  to  Examine,  and  Audit  Tradefmens  Bilk, 
which  are  paid  by  the  Treafurer  within  a  Fortnight  after. — The  Account* 
are  open  at  all  Times  for  the  Infpcction  of  the  Governors. 

thyfical  Com-      A.  Jhyfical  Committee,  eonfifting  of  all  fuch  Governors  who  practife 

mitten  Phyfic,  Surgery,  or  Pharmacy,  or  are  converfant  in  the   Knowledge  of 

Drugs  or  Medicines  (excepting  fuch  as  ihall  be  directly  or  indirectly  conr 
cemed  in  ferving  the  Hofpital  with  fuch  Neceffaries)  are  fummoned  to 
meet  every  firft  Thurfday  in  the  Month,  and  have  Power  to  order  and 
infpect  the  necelTary  Drugs  and  Medicines,  and  report  their  Proceedings 
to  the  General  Quarterly  Court  by  their  Chairman. 

rifitorj.  Two  Governors,  or  more,  arc  appointed  Vifitors  by  the  Houfe  Com- 

mittee, for  one  Fortnight,  to  attend  twice  a  Week,  or  oftner,  if  they 
think  proper,  to  infpect  into  the  Management  and  Conduct  of  the  Houfe,. 
during  the  Interval  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Houfe-Committee. 

Zbejlain.  A  Clergyman   of  the  Church  of  England  preaches    every    Sunday* 

and  reads  "Prayers  Morning  and  Afternoon ;  adminifters  the  Sacrament 
regularly  every  Month  ;  reads  Prayers  every  Day  in  the  Week  ;  and  is 
ready  to  vifit,  pray  by,  and  adminifler  the  Sacrament  at  all  Times 
when  required,  to  the  Patients  in  the  Wards.

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to  call  the  Surgeon  to  fuch  Accidents  as  (hall  be  brought  in  at  any  Hour 
of  the  Day  or  Night. 

An  Apothecary  (with  an  Affiftant)  conftantly  refides  at  the  Hofpital,  Apothecary. 
who  Compounds  and  Difpenfes  all  Medicines  ufed  there,  and  fokly  at- 
tends the  Bufinefs  thereof. 

A  Steward,  (for  whofe  Fidelity  proper  Security  is  given)  has  the  Charge  Steward. 
of  the  Houfe  and  P'urniture,  keeps  an  Account  of  every  Thing  brought 
to  or  expended  in  the  Houfe,  and  fubjecls  the  iame  to  the  Examination  of 
the  Yilitors,  and  Houfe-Committee,  and  has  thelnfpeclion  likewifeof  the 
Conduct  of  all  the  Men-Servants — TuoMatrons  have  the  Direction  of  the  Matrons, 
Nurfes  and  other  Women-Servants  and  fee  the  Diet  and  Medicines  admi-  Nurfcs. 
nifhed  according  to  Order. — Under  them,  are  Nurfes,  and  Watchers  in  Watchers. 
Propoi  tion  to  the  Number  of  Patients,  who  are  guided  by  written  Orders 
to  picv  ent  am  .  iiiconduct.  Proper  Diet  for  the  Patients  has  been  fettled 
by  the  Pbyficians  and  Surgeons  engaged  in  this  Charity,  and  is  fixed  up 
in  the  V.  ards  for  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Patients  and  their  Friends. 

No  Officers  or  Servants  are  permitted  upon  Pain  of  Expulfion  to  take 
of  any  Tradefmen,  Patients,  or  other  Perfons,  any  Fee,  Reward  or  Gra-  • 
tuiiy  of  any  kind,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  Service  done,  or  to  be 
done,  on  Account  of  this  Hcfpital. 

Every  Governor  is  intitled  to  fend  one  In-Patient  at  a  Time,  and  Out-  Governor:, 
Patients  without  Limitation.  Subfcribers  of  fmaller  Sums  may  likewife 
fend  what  Number  of  Out-Patients  they  pleafe.  All  Subfcriptions  are 
during  Pleafure,  and  any  fmall  Sums  from  well-difpofed  Perfons  will  be 
thankfully  received  ;  but  in  order  to  carry  on  this  Undertaking,  all  Per- 
fons are  defired  to  pay  their  Subscription  at  the  Time  of  Subfcribins;. 

The  Poor  Objects,  recommended  as  In-Patients,  are  received  without  Proper  Ob- 
Expence,  and  are  fupplied  with  Advice,  Medicine,  Diet,  Warning,  j'3s. 
Lodging,  and  every  comfortable  Afiiftance  during  thair  Cure ;  nor 
is  any  Security  required  againft  future  Contingencies,  they  being,  in 
cafe  of  Death,  buried  at  the  Expence  of  the  Charity,  if  not  re- 
moved by  their  Friends.  All  Out- Patients  have  Advice  and  Medi- 
cines adminiftred  from  Eleven  till  One. 

All  Accidents,  whether  recommended  or  not,  are  re-  Accidents-  • 
ceived  at  any  Hour  of  the  Day  or  Night.

This  is  the  Plan  of  our  Proceedings,and  tho'  this  Work  has  fubfifted  but 
Twenty-fix  Years,  yet  fuch  has  been  the  extraordinary  Encouragement 
given  to  it,  that  fince  the  3d  of  November  1740,  upwards  of  176,600 
diftreffed  Objects  have  been  Relieved  at  the  London  Hofpital;  and  from 
labouring  under  the  Opprefllon  of  fome  of  the  mod  malignant  Difeafes, 
and  unhappy  Accidents,  have  been  reinflated  in  their  Honeft  and  In- 
duftrious  Capacities  of  Working,  and,  fo  far  as  our  Obfervation  reaches, 
their  Morals  much  amended,  whereby  the  Public  again  enjoy  the  Benefit  of 
^heir  Labour,  and  they,  and  trjeir  poor  Families,  are  preferved  from  pe- 

rifhing ; 


riming  ;  and  prevented  from  being  an  Incumbrance  to  the  Community; 
And,  notwithstanding  the  great  Number  of  Objects  rehev'd  by  this 
Charity,  it  has  not  letTened  the  Number  of  Patients  relieved  by  other 
Hofpitals. 

The  Subfcribers  are  defired  to  take  Notice,  that  if  any  Patients  do  not 
conform  to  the  Rules  of  the  Houfe,or  are  guilty  of  anyMifbehaviour,they 
will  be  difcharged,  and  never  more  relieved  by  this  Charity :  And  not  to 
fend  any  Patient  unable  to  walk,  till  they  are  rirfl:  allured  of  Room  in  the 
Houfe  ;  And  when  they  recommend  an  In-Patient  wbofe  Settlement  is  in  the 
Co  ail  try,  it  is  further  rcquejled,  that  they  will  fatisfy  the  Houfe  Committee, 
concerning  the  Removal  offuch  Patient,  when  cured  or  judged  incurable. 

"  No  PerjoHS  cf  known  Ability  to  pay  for  their  Cure,  are  allowed  to  par-. 
lt  take  of  this  Charity  ;  nor  atfy  with  infectious  Dijlempers,  or  deemed  incu~ 
**  ruble  by  the  P  by  h  clans  and  Surgeons,  or  any  in  Confumptive  'or  AJlhmatic 
fC  Condition,  are  admitted,  into  the  Houfe,  being  more  capable  of  Relief  as 
"  Out^Patients" 

The  Patients,  being  admitted  without  any  Expence,  are  required  to 
be  conftant  in  their  Attendance  on  the  Phylicians,  or  Surgeons,  at  the 
Hofpital,  before  Eleven  o?Clock  ;  and,  at  Nine  o'Clock,  to  return 
Thanks  at  the  Chapel,  and  at  xhsIVeekty  Committee  next  after  their  Cure; 
and  thofe  only  who  attend  their  Cure,  and  return  Thanks,  will  receive 
a  Certificate  thereof,  which  will  entitle  them  to  future  Relief.
